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1 . (Presently amended) Door knob wrth light-emitting location indicator, comprising: 

a) a knob designed for placement on a vertically inclined d oor for being grasped by the 
hand of a user for opening the door the knob comprising translucent material; and 

b) one or more objects comprising light-emitting material that either phosphoresces or 
luminesces, without an electrical power snurra mnnntpH within the knob and being 
visible through a-protective layers* translucent material; 

c) the one or more objects being sized sufficiently smaller fro m the size of the protective 
translucent material so that the one or more objects appear as different from said 
protective translucent material: and 

d) the light-emitting material being designed to emit light in a darkened space to thereby 
visually indicate the location of the knob in the darkened space; 

e) the one or more objects being suf ficiently surrounded bv the protective translucent 
material as to appear floating within the protecti ve translucent material from an axial side 
of the knob. 

2. (Original) The door knob of claim 1, wherein the translucent material is substantially 
transparent. 

3. (Original) The door knob of claim 1, wherein the one or more objects are each completely 
surrounded by translucent material. 

4. (Presently amended) The door knob claim 3 1, wherein substantially the entire outer surface 
of each of the one or more objects is each substantially intimately surrounded by translucent 
material. 

5. (Original) The door knob of claim 1, wherein the one or more objects define a plurality of 
substantially similar shapes spaced from each other. 

6. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 5, wherein the shapes have respective outlines 
which are non-circula r each defining a multi-pointed sha pe. 

7. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 6, wherein th e outl i nos each d e fin e a multl 
po i nt e d chape w i th oach point app r oximating an ang le substantially le ss than 00 dogrooo 
and tho length of e ach point boing at loast about 15 porcont of the maximum dimono i o i vof 
an out l in e of tho ohaoo the one or more objects are sufficiently surrounded bv the protective 
translucent material as to appear floating from all axial sides of the knob . 

8. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 7, wherein the outlines each define a multi- 
pointed shape with each point approximating an angle below about 65 degrees. 

9. (Original) The door knob of claim 7, wherein the shape is a star shape. 
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10. (Original) The door knob of claim 6, wherein the non-circular outlines each define a 
substantially polygonal shape. 

11. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 40-1 wherein the oubotantially polygonal 
shapo hao moro than four eidoc the one or more objects comp rise at least two oh fecte 
spatially separated from each other along a main axis of the door knob as viewed from an 
axial side of the door knob. 

12. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 4 11, wherein at l oaot one of tho ono or moro 
o bj e cts conta i ns at l oaot two portiono that omit l ight i n rocpoctively different colore the at 
least two objects comprise a pair of object s, each being sufficiently surrounded hv the 
protective translucent material as to appear fl oating within the protective translucent material 
from an axial side of the knob. 

13. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 43-1, wherein at least one of the one or more 
objects contains at (east thfee tsvoportions that emit light in respectively different colors. 

14. (Original) The door knob of claim 1, wherein the one or more objects comprise at least two 
objects that emit light in respectively different colors. 

15. (Original) The door knob of claim 14, wherein each of the at least two objects emit light in a 
respective, single color. 

16. (Original) The door knob of claim 1, wherein at least one of the one or more objects further 
comprises a non-light-emitting portion visible in daylight. 

17. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 16, wherein the non-light emitting portion 
comprises less than about 20 percent of the surface of the object. 

18. (Original) The door knob of claim 17, wherein the non-light emitting portion comprises at 
least two portions of respectively different colors. 

19. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 1, further including a non-light emitting object 
mounted within the knob, visually contrasting with the translucent material, and being visible 
through a protective (ayef-ef translucent material. 

20. (Original) The door knob of claim 19, wherein the non-light-emitting object is spaced from at 
least one object comprising light-emitting material. 

21. (Original) The door knob of claim 1, wherein the knob includes a locking mechanism with a 
keyhole in the vicinity of the one or more objects. 

22. (Original) The combination of the door knob of claim 1 and a locking mechanism with a 
keyhole in the vicinity of the one or more objects. 

23. (Presently amended) Door knob with light-emitting location indicator, comprising: 
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a) a knob designed for placement on a vertically inclined d oor for being grasped by the 
hand of a user for opening the door; the knob comprising translucent material; and 

b) two or more objects comprising light-emitting material that either phosphoresces or 
luminesces, without an electrical Power source mounted within the knob and being 
visible through a protective fa y e r of translucent material; at least two objects being 
spaced from each other; 

c) the two or more objects being sized su fficiently smaller from the size of the protective 
translucent material so that the two or m ore objects appear as different from sard 
protective translucent material: a nd 

d) the light-emitting material being designed to emit light in a darkened space to thereby 
visually indicate the location of the knob in the darkened space; 

e) the two or more objects being sufficiently surrounded by the protective translucqnj 
material as to appear floating within the protective translucent material from an axial side 
of the knob. 

24. (Original) The door knob of claim 23, wherein the translucent material is substantially 
transparent. 

25. (Original) The door knob of claim 23, wherein the two or more objects are each completely 
surrounded by translucent material. 

26. (Presently amended) The door knob claim 25 23, wherein substantially the entire outer 
surface of each of the two or more objects is each substantially intimately surrounded by 
translucent material. 

27. (Original) The door knob of claim 23, wherein the two or more objects define a plurality of 
substantially similar shapes spaced from each other. 

28. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 27, wherein the shapes have respective 
outlines which are non-circula r each defining a multi-pointed shape . 

29. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 28, wherein tho outlinoo e ach d e fine a mufti 
po i nt e d shap e w i th eaeta po i nt approximat i ng on ang le s ubstant i a ll y l ose than 90 d e gr ee s 
ond tho l ongth of each point being at le ast about 15 poroont of th e max i mum dimoncion of 
an out l ine of th e shapo t he two or more objects are sufficiently surrounded bv the protective 
translucent material as to appear floating from all axial sides of the knob . 

30. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 29, wherein the outlines each define a multi- 
pointed shape with each point approximating an angle below about 65 degrees. 

31. (Original) The door knob of claim 29, wherein the shape is a star shape. 
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32. (Original) The door knob of claim 28, wherein the norwarcular outlines each define a 
substantially polygonal shape. 

33. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 33-23, wherein the oubstantiolly polygonal 
chopo hoo more than four cidoo jfre o ne or more objects comprise at least two objects 
spatially separated from each other alono a main axis of the door knob as viewed from an 
axial side of the door knob . 

34. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 33 33, wherein at least ono of the two or mow 
obj e cts conta i ns at loaot two portions that om r t light i n roopoctivoly difforont co l ore the at 
least two objects comprise a pair of objects, each being sufficiently surrounded bv the 
protective translucent material as to a ppear floating within the protective translucent mater jg j 
from an axial side of the knob. 

36. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 34 23, wherein at least one of the two or more 
objects contains at least tbfee twoj>ortions that emit light in respectively different colors. 

36. (Original) The door knob of claim 23, wherein the one or more objects comprise at least two 
objects that emit light in respectively different colors. 

37. (Original) The door knob of claim 36, wherein each of the at least two objects emit light in a 
respective, single color. 

38. (Original) The door knob of claim 23, wherein at least one object further comprises a non- 
light-emitting portion visible in daylight. 

39. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 38, wherein the non-light emitting portion 
comprises less than about 20 percent of the surface of the object. 

40. (Original) The door knob of claim 39, wherein the non-light emitting portion comprises at 
least two portions of respectively different colors. 

41. (Presently amended) The door knob of claim 23, further including a non-light emitting object 
mounted within the knob, visually contrasting with the translucent material, and being visible 
through-a protective tayef^f translucent material. 

42. (Original) The door knob of claim 41, wherein the non-light-emitting object is spaced from at 
least one object comprising light-emitting material. 

43. (Original) The door knob of dalm 23, wherein the knob includes a locking mechanism with a 
keyhole in the vicinity of the one or more objects. 

44. (Original) The combination of the door knob of claim 23 and a locking mechanism with a 
keyhole in the vicinity of the one or more objects.
